The communique stated. 
“After a preliminary gathering 
in Gordon Gardens, the Com- 
monwealth ministers met at 
10.45 in the Cabinet room in 
the Senate building.” 

Their first action was to ap- 
point the Rt. Hon, D. 8B. 
Senanayako, Prime Minister of 
Coylon, as thelr Chairman for 
the -conference. 

Mr, Senanayake on taking the 
chair, extended a warm welcomo 
to tho ropresentatives of other 
Commonwealth countrics. 

This morning’s mecting, it was 
learned, though intended to be 
purely procedural, developed al- 
imost into o full working session, 
Pandit Nehru, the Indian Prime 
Minister, who seconded Mr. Bevin 
who had proposed Mr. Senanayake 
us Chairman was tho first to 
reply to the Ceylon Primo Minis- 
ter'n speech of wolcome, 

Sources near the delegations 
suid he departed from the purely 
formal and at once touched on the 
substance of the conference, in- 
cluding economic provlems and 
China,

000 from the Chase Bank yesterday in tho 
most daring daylight robbery ,in tho history 


of Hong Kong.

By last night'the mon wore 
HK$195,000 and U.S.$3,000 


which was taken from the cashiers’ desks and 


the tellers’ cage. 


it was the first foreign 


bank ever to be robbed in Hong Kong. 

Police throw dragnets throughout the Colony and 
put up road blocks at a number of points in 
attompts to arrest tho robbors. 


Search partics were sta- 
tioned at the Ferry piers to 
search suspects and suspici- 
ous looking baggage. Public 
hire cars and taxis were 
stopped at different points 
on the Island and on the 
Mainland, passengers order- 
ed out and the vehicles 


“thoroughly searched. Buses 


were also stopped and pas- 
sengers searched for armé 


and loot. 

Indicating clever texm-work 
and planning, the robbers do- 
scended on the bank In a gang al 
about 3.30 p.m., when the bankine 
hall wag fairly ‘full with . late 
afternoon customers, Within 10 
minutes the robbery was effected, 
even before many of the bank's 
staff realised what had happened. 

The whole incident was staged 
with such smoothness that no 
shots were fired, nor anyone in- 
Jured. 

Mr. Frank A. Howard, the 
bank's general manoger, described 
the ‘robbery a9 a “very clever 
piece of work.” 


Watchman disarmed 


Giving details of the incident 
ho sald the robbers entered the 
banking hall in a body, and im- 
medintely disarmed “the~bank's 
watchman, Who was carrying o 
shotgun. As one member of thr 


gang guarded the entrance to tho! 


bank two others scaled the grill- 
work separating the hall from the 
Cash Department. 

One of them brandiahed a re- 
volver, which offectively crush: 
ed opposition, 

The hall was fairly full at the 
time, with some customers paying 
in deposits. 

In the confusion the robberr 
grabbed what money they .saw 
lying around tn the Cash Depart- 
ment, re-sealed the grill, and 
made a clean getaway. 

One member of the Bank staff 
got to the door lending to thre 
street and tried to ralse an alarm 
by yelling, but heavy afternoon 
tra Mfc stifled his cries Mr. Howard 
sald. : 

At the time of the Incident he 
was sitting tn his office, 
swiftly informed of what was go-, 
Ing on and immedintely got ‘in 
touch with the police, 


Spoke Cantonese 
The robbers wore Chinese 
clothing and spoke in the local 
dialect. Only one of them was 
dressed in foreign clothes.

Early this year, the former 
Army Secretary, Mr. Kenneth 
Royal, told correspondents that 
Japan would be a_ ‘Iability 
rather than an asset to the 
United States In the event 
of war. 

The problem of how to support 
80,000,000 Japanese “Allies* 
would make them of doubtfu’ 
value, he declared. 

In October, however, Genera’ 
J, Lawten Collins, the United 
States Army Chief of Staff, In- 
dicated a different view during 
u visit to Japan. “American 
Turcea in Japan have a stabillsine 
influence on the entire Fur East,” 
he said. “We intend to keep 
them here os long as necessary.” 

Early in December, the Army 
Under-Secretary, Mr. Tracey 
Voorhees, with two Washington 
staff generals, visited Japan. Ac- 
cording to usually well-informed 
svarces In Tokyo, their main mis- 
sion wus to seck the views of 
American military leaders on the 
spot regarding the minimum 
United States requirements in 
Japan.

Treland and Wales. 

As they compete fis successfully 
in the Kugby world they are suid 
to feel they might alse be ine 
cluded in the soccer, Bul itis not 
quite as simple as it may sound 
France ois virtually the only 
Europeon country with a power- 
ful Rugby football teanr. 

That ts nat the caso wilh soc- 
cer, If the French were allowed 
to join the Belgians, the Duteh, 
Swedes, Danes and Norwegians 
would = probably feel that they 
should be given a simar op- 
portunily and the “League” would 
become unwieldy. 

Things might beceme, further 
complicated by the Warld Foot- 
ball Championship zonings. France 
could hardly be included in the 
United Kingdom Zone. They 
would probubly not particularly 
want to be, as It might be said to 
be one of the hardest of them all.

Hockey, introduced here in tho 19th Century, has 
attainod its highest standords in this country 
where competitive team sports were almost 
unknown before British rule. 
India has been world hockey champion since 1928. 


Hockey today draws larger 
crowds than any other sport 
and its popularity is such 
among both participants and 
spectators that it comes closer 
than any other to being India’s 
national game. 

Gamen in the Western sonse 
are not Included in Indian tradi- 
tion and culture. Yogi, naatic 
and serebatic exhibitions have been 
popular throughout Indian = his- 
tory. Wrestling, duclilng and rac- 
ing always havo drawn crowds, 
Polo, introduced by the Moslam 
conquerors from Central Asin, 
was a game of the Moghul clite 
ond continuga tuday us the sport 
of the wealthy. 

It was British rule that brought 
hockey, soccer, cricket, tennis and 
golf to Indin-—the instructors most 
frequently being the British of- 
fleers of the Indian Anny. The 
appeal of such games was 50 
great and thelr spread so rapid 
that within a fow decades India 
was in a high place in internation. 
al competitions, 

But it was in hockey that Indig 
came forth with her own indivi- 
duality. Bhe has retained the 
world championship by a wide 
wnirgin, In the 1928 Olympind in 
Amatordam, India scored 28 gvals 
while opposing teams were unable 
to score even a single goal, In 
the Los Angeles Olympiad in tho 
year 1932, Indin received a soli- 
lary goul, but scored 30 ogninst
